Chinese Mission Work. 
(REGULAR TED PRESS REPORT.) 
PITTSBURGH, July 29.—Rev. Dr. 

Donahoe, pastor of the Eighth Presby- 
terlan Church of this city, and who has 
been identified with Chinese-mission 
work for years, in an interview today 
says that he believes the effort to con- 
vert Chinese from ‘paganism is futile.

Aichard Smith’s Injunction Against 


The Commercial Gazette. 
(BPGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
CINCINNATI, July 29.—Last week 

Richard Smith, who is a large holder of 
‘United Press stock and who is a small 
holder of Commercial Gazette stock,

Holmes Tells How He 


Cauzy Tale of Suicide Told at 
Philadelphia. 


The Mysterious Disappearance of 
Dr. Russler Charged to 
the Swindler. 


Skeveton Articulator Said to be 
Demented—Three Warrants Now 


News from the “Castle.” 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
_ PHILADELPHIA, July 29.—The Bul- 
letin today prints the following: 

“An entirely new statement has just 
‘been made by H. H. Holmes, the sup- 
posed murderer of the Pitzel children. 
In it the man of many erimes gives in 
detail his version of how Pitzel came 
by his death last September, and also 
states his (Holmes’s) connection with 
the tragedy. The statement was given 
to a close friend of Holmes in Philadel- 
phia, who gave it to a Bulletin reporter. 

Holmes says that on the Saturday 
night preceding the death of Pitzel, the 
latter came to his house on North 
Eleventh street, where he was staying 
with ‘Mrs. Howard.” Pitgel told Holmes 
a heart-rending story of his pecuniary 
difficulties, and of the sickness of his 
daughter in St. Louis, I must have 
money,’ or words to that-effect, ‘to send 
to my wife in St, Lowis.’ Holmes re- 
monstrated with Pitzel as to his spend- 
thrift habits, and spoke substantially 
to him as follows: athe have been 
a good friend of mine, ll admit that I 
have made lots of money through you, 
but I cannot keep the thing up. Where 
is that $50 I gave you other day? If 
you don’t quit drinking, vou and I will 
have to separate.’ 

This conversation is said to have 
been carried on along Eleventh street, 
the men walking north until Morris 
street was reached. When they arrived 
at the corner, Pitsel exclaimed: ‘I am 
of no benfit to you. I will soon get 
rid of my difficulties. Life has become 
a nuisance to me.“ Holmes then avers 
that he jokingly remarked to Pitzel: 
‘Well, your body is as gobdd as any 
other, but I would not advise you to do 


| anything rash.’ 


Holmes accounts for making this re- 
mark by saying that he and Pitzel

When he reached the place, no one 
was apparently about. Holmes sat in 
the kitchen for almost twenty min- 
utes waiting for Pitzel. The latter. 
Holmes supposed, had gone out for 
breakfast. Time wore on, and ‘Ben’ 
was not to be seen. The conspirator 
then says that he became anxious 
about his friend’s whereabouts, and 
began to search the house for him. 

As I rose to go upstairs,’ says the 
criminal, ‘I noticed a note 1 on 
the counter in the front part of the 
house. It was addre to me.’ 
Holmes explains that he tore the note 


second floor and open a closet, in which 
he would find a large blue bottle con- 
taining another letter addressed to 
him. Holmes followed the directions. 
He found the note in the bottle, as 
described, and was horrified when he 
read it. It was from Benjamin Pit- 
zel, and advised Holmes that his (Pit- 
zel’s) dead body could be found in the 
house. The latter pleaded that Holmes 
look after Pitzel’s children, and 
suggested that there would be no dif- 
culty in getting the insurance money 
from the Fidelity Company, now that

„Holmes then told his friend of the 


appearance of the corpse, and said he 


sat in the room with the body for over 
an hour. He was dazed, and hardly 
knew what course to follow. He finally 
made up his mind that, since Pitzel 
had taken his life, there would he no 
harm in destroying any evidence of 
suicide, that he might be able to get 
the insurance on his ¥fe without diffi- 
culty. Holmes has confessed that he 
then dragged‘ the dead body to the sec- 
ond floor, laid the corpse on the floor, 
pried open the mouth of the dead 
man, and poured in a quantity 
of explosive chemicals. He then says 
he placed a lighted match to the dead 
man’s mouth, when the explosion 
«which so horribly disfigured the corpse 
followed. To give them forcible expres- 
sion that Pitzei came to his death by 
an accidental explosion, Holmes stated. 
to his friend that he got a pipe of his, 
filled it with tobacco, lighted it, then 
blew out the flame, after the tobacco 
had been partly consumed, and plaeed 
the pipe beside the dead man’s body. 
„It was nearly 4 o'clock in the after- 
neon before he left the Callowhill-street 
house. He put on a hat of Pitzel, to 
partially conceal his identity, aga 
placed his own hat, which was a felt 
one, under his coat. The criminal went 
directly to the Broad-street station, so 
he alleged, and inquired at what hour 
the first train left for Chicago. Holmes 
says he does not distinctly remember 
“at what hour the railway offictals told 
him a Chicago train would leave, but 
believed it was between 8 and 9:30 
o’clock at night. He then went to the 
house where he was staying and made 
preparations to leave the city. He and 
his wife, Holmes alleges, left for Chi- 
cago that night. It is understood that 
if the prosecution concludes to indict 
Holmes for the murder of Pitsel in 
Philadelphia, they will produce a wit- 
ness who, it is said, heard the conver- 
sation between Holmes and Pitzel on 
that eventful evening, when the latter 
threatened to do away with his He. 
“It has also been learned that the 
State has another witness who was on 
the train on which were Holmes and 
‘wife’ en route to Chicago. This wit- 
ness, it is understood, can testify that 
Holmes sat in apparent stupor on “hi

carefully examined every handful of. 
earth thrown up. The rapping of walls 
and sounding of ceilings in the search 
for trap-doors and sécret chamibers 
was conducted under the personal su- 
pervision of Inspector Fitzpatrick and 
not an inch of wall or flooring is being 
missed. The detectives found today 


two tool-chests in one of which was a 


hammer spotted and stained... It was 
believed by some of the officers that 
the spots were blood-stains and an 
analysis was ordered. A number. of 
bones were found in the basement to- 
day and examined by Robinson. He 
pronounced them parts of a human 
body. It was thought that an entire 
skeleton had been found, but examina- 
tion showed that most of the bones 
were from the butcher-shop. The mix- 
ture of human bones and butcher-shop 
refuse is a peculiarity of several finds 
that puzzles the police. 3 
After. further examination the police 
decided that the bones are probably 
those of Miss Cigrand, the Indiana 
girl, instead of those of Mrs. Conner. It 
been sold to the Hahn Medical Col- 
lege by Holmes, the police claim.

The search of the Holmes building 
was prosecuted today on the informa- 
tion given to the police by M. S. Chap- 
pell, the machinist who says that he ar- 
ticulated the skeletons of three of the 
supposed victims of Holmes, Chappell 
told the police that Holmes had two, 
vats in the cellar. One, he said, was in 
the southwest corner and the other in 
the southeast corner of thé rear cel- 
lar. They had been since walled up, he 
said. One of the vats, according to 
Chappell’s statements, was used as a 
vessel in which the flesh was eaten 
from the bones by the use of acids. The 
other was for the purpose of bleaching 
the bones. 

Twelve laborers worked all day dig- 
ging out the two corners designated by 
Chappell and were about to give up the 
search as unsuccessful when one of the 
men at work on the southes corner 
struck his spade against su.aething 
which gave forth a metallic sound. The 
metal object proved to be a huge tank 
in the shape of a boiler. It was lo- 
cated just outside the south cellar wall 
and its top was four feet from the 
ground surface. Worx tonight was 
stopped before the tank was fully un- 
covered, but apparently it is eight feet 
long and three feet in diameter. Ex- 
cept for the discovery of the tank the 
search in the basement was fruitless. 
Above stairs the search was almost as 
barren of results as that made in the 
cellar. 

Although the police authorities be- 
lieve that their diggings and zearch-

wood have been rewarded by a large 
amount of evidence of crimes com- 
mitted by Holmes, many here believe 
that since his arrest many things have.

Ea 
When the wagon was loaded it con- 
tained.a long chest, some old clothin 
and five or six large bundles of ol 
lead * He could not examine the 
things the wagon because Quinlan 
did not seem to want him to look at 
them, and managed to keep his atten- 
tion from them. He was ordered to 
drive to O’Connor’s docks. Arrived 
there, Quinlan shipped the things to 
some point: in Michigan, going with 
them himself. 
Chappell, his talks with the police 
today, brought into the case an accom- 
plice of Holmes known to Chappell as 
he police are now look- 
ing for this man.

The method pursued by the Postof- 
fice Department to determine the eom- 
pensation due railroad companies and 
stage lines is to weigh the mails every 
four years for thirty days. The average 
of thirty days is the basis of calcula- 
tion, and it determines the rate for the 
ensuing four years. The mails were 
weighed in July last year, and the re- 
sult was a material advance in the 
earnings of the Southern Pacific over 
‘what they had been for the preceding:

A BANK SUSPENDS. 


The Union National of Denver Go- 
ing Out of Business. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT) 
DENVER, July 29.—The Union Na- 
tional Bank, of which R. W. Woodbury 
is president, was closed today. It will 
liquidate and go out of bus The 
Union Bank was closed during the 
panic of 1893, but subsequently re- 
sumed business and later consolidated 
with the State National, which also has 
been closed during the panic. It is 
said that depositors lose nothing, and 
business will not be seriously affected. 
The immediate cause of the bank’s 
closing was the loss of business. In 
the published statement of July 11, the 
deposits were given as about $800,000. 
Since then the deposits dwindled to 
$634,000. The bank’s loans and dis- 
counts, according to the last statement, 
amounted to $1,058,494. It will be pos- 
sible to pay a 25 per cent. dividend to 
depositors from resources on hand in- 
side of twenty days, and, according to 
the statement of the clearing-house, all 
depositors will be paid in full without 
the necessity of making an assessment 
upon stockholders. The bank’s capi- 
tal is $500,000, divided among 400 per- 
sons. 
David H. Moffatt, president of the 
First National Bank, said that the. 
closing of the Union National Bank 
would not have any.bad effects. The 
Times this afternoon says, editorially: 
“Dollar for dollar will be paid to de- 
positors, and. the general situation will 
be improved by the liquidation of the

ANAHEIM BEET-SUGAR . BONDS. 
There seems to be some confusion in 
the public mind in regard to these 
| bonds, which it may be as well to say 
right here have never yet been issued, 
Here are the facts in the matter, as far 

as can be ascertained: 

A trust deed was recorded in this 
cofinty on July 13 of this year, given by 
the Anaheim Co-operative Beet-Sugar 
Company to the Security Company of 
Hartford, Ct., for the sum of $400,000, to 
secure that amount of bonds to be is- 
On the 
same day the cancellation of a. prior 
trust deed for the same amount was 
‘also recorded. It turned out that there 
was a technical flaw in regard to the 
bond issue, and that part of the work 
has to be done all over again. 

As further corroboration of this The 
| Times wrote its correspondent at Santa 
| Ana, Orange county, on the matter, and 
has received the following reply: 

“The first bonds (sugar bonds) that | 
were issued were in February, 1894. 
They were serial bonds, and were about 
to be sold to New York parties when 


the question of the Wilson bill came 


up. Capitalists, fearing that this bill | 
would become a law, would not take 
the bonds as formerly agreed to. This 
action necessitated: a change.in the 
plans of the special agent who had the 
placing of the bonds. He then decided 
to. dispose of them to a syndicate in 
New York of small bond purchasers. To 
best do this the bonds had to. be 
ed from “serial” to “coupon” 

n 
more conventent to the small purchas- 
ers. 

“This decision was arrived at about 
six months ago, but at that time it was 
thought advisable not to make the 
change then, and put the bonds on the 
market at that time, as the company 
could wait until July, 1895, and then put 
them on- the market, thus ving six 
months’ interest and still oat the funds 
in time to use in the erection of the fac- 
tory for next year. The bond issue was, 
‘therefore, technically defective, 

“The reason the trust deed was 
changed, I am informed, is that in the 
old deed the serial bond was described: 
now that the “coupon” bond is issued 
there necessarily must be a new de- 
scription—hence the change. 

, “Everything now depnds upon the 
sale of the bonds as to whether or not 
the factory will be built in time for next 
year’s work. The bonds were forward- 
ed to the New York agent the first week 
in July. Word is looked for now any 
day that the bonds ere been Placed, 95

cry loudest about poor trade and low 
prices.”. This is what the California 
Fruit-Grower says, and it is now, ever 
has, and ever will be, true. There is 
no reason why inferior. goods should be 
canned in California. Canned. fruits 
mean, or should mean, the choicest 
fruits. The quantity grown in this 
State is so large that the canneries 
can easily get the pick. Second-grade 
fruit can be dried, and all inferior 
qualities can be profitably turned into 
spirit or vinegar. It is a comfort to 
know that the rule of canning only 
the best fruit is now seldom violated. 


e canneries in the central section 
5 he State were taught a lesson that 
they have not forgotten, and it is to 
be hoped that their memory will re- 
main sufficiently good as not to forget 
it within the memory of their exist- 
ence. They had all the trade they 
wanted for first-class fruit. Then they 
got what is commonly called the 
“swelled head,” and put up inferior 
fruit, saying to themselves: Every- 
thing goes.“ The trouble was, every- 
thing didn’t go. It took two good 
years for buyers to find that out, but 
they did it, and when they did, they 
did not forget it. Prices for California 
canned fruit went down with a rush, 
and it was not until 1892 that canners— 
some at least—realized that everything 
“didn’t go.” The lesson they were 
then taught they have never forgotten. 
The consumer has profited also by the 
lesson, because since then he has been 
getting only the first quality of Cali- 
fornia canned fruit, and not paying 

any more for it than he formerly did 
for the interior quality.

ROADS IN IN BAD LUCK. 


A Doleful Tale of Ele of Blectsic Roads Up 
North. 
An Associated Press dispatch from 


“William Clayton, 
attorney for the receiver of the San 
Francisco and San Mateo Railroad 
Company, told a doleful tale today to 
the State Board of Equalization of the 
horrible condition of the electric cars, 
trolley wires and roadbed of the system. 
He explained that the company had 
forty-seven years of franchise life to 
live, but that the road was in a fear- 
fully dilapidated condition. Competi- 
tion of other electric lines had cut into 
its receipts $50 per day. The cars and 
<a of the road were roughly 
used. 

He estimates the roadbed at $42,958; 
that of the cars at $22,800; that of the 
franchise at $1500. Assessor Siebe of 
San Francisco had assessed the Metro- 
politan ratlway system at $1811 per 
mile, and that system has iron poles. 
The rails would not. be worth more than 
40 cents per hundred pounds—$2000 per 
mile would be a very high valuation. 

Mr. Clayton incidentally gave the 
board some interesting information; 
thus, that the cable-car system of San 
Francisco was eighty-seven miles of 
single track, and that the Valencia-

Phe proceedings 
were held behind closed doors, in order 
to shut out the large crowd of curious 
spectators who threatened to fill the 
courtroom to the point of suffocation.
